Recruits offering themselves 
from the Dominions and colonies 
will be welcomed, it was announc- 
ed 

Lord Londonderry, secretary of 
state for air, commenting on the ex- 
pansion plans made public yester- 
day, appealed for the “full support 
and goodwill of the country,” add- 
ing “recruiting begins at once. 

“T appeal to the youth of the na- 
tion to join the Royal Air Force.” 

Altogether about 2,500 pilots 
and 20,000 skilled and unskilled 
werkers will be needed in the 
next two years, and half of these 
will be needed before April of 
next year. This is in addition to 
a present strength of about 32,500, 
of whom 2,700 are pilots, 

Apart from the actual recruiting, 
the expansion progrem will entail 
bringing reservists back into ser- 
vice, and retention for a time of re- 
tiring personnel.

At a time when people generally are pre- 
occupied with the conditions of the present, be- 
éause these are adverse and unpromising, there 
is a rationalizing influence in recalling that this 
great political structure did not come by 
chance, and was not created by direct act of 
Providence. Men built men such as walk 
the streets today. 

They did not build it of design to a pattern 
drawn by a war lord. In the main they were 
men who were not concerned greatly in carry- 
ing the flag into far corners of the earth and 
planting it among savages. They steered their 
ships into the far seas in search of markets 
where they could trade, and built trading sta- 
tions from the polar coasts to the tropics that 
they might exchange goods for goods. 

The flag followed the traders, usually for 
their protection or to punish outrages committed 
upon them and collect damages therefor. The 
pursuit of gain was the very human impulse 
hich led to the invasion and settlement of far 
lands, and the linking of these in one political 
structure was the outcome of the instinct of 
self-preservation on the part of the widely- 
separated communities. 

Wherever they went, these pioneers carried 
from the homelands the inborn feeling that 
they were entitled to rule themselves. So, after 
centuries of colonising and developing, with 
disputes aplenty, breaking occasionally into 
rebellion, and wars large and small, we have 
the Empire as we know it, a group of six self- 
governing Dominions, with India taking on the 
responsibilities of home rule, and smaller de- 
pendencies and colonies in scores; aH with the 
common heritage of free citizenship, and each 
pledged in self-interest to help the others in 
time of need. 

That is the Empire in which we hold citi- 
zenship rights, rights which are secured to the 
people of each Dominion by the combined 
strength of all. It is well that one day in the 
year should be marked as a time when all who 
enjoy this citizenship should give thought to the 
means by which the right was secured to them, 
and to the Empire solidarity by which their 
possession of the right is guaranteed.

Only a few weeks ago the 
musical world bade farewell 
to Guilio Gatti-Casazza—the 
very name itself might be set 
to music—after twenty-seven 
years as director of the 
Metropolitan Opera. The 
maestro inherited a company 
that included Caruso, Bonci, 
Scotti, Martin, Reiss, Amato 
and Witherspoon among the 
J Cowper men; Sembrich, Eames, Far- 
a ite rar, Destinn, Alda, Gay, 
Sparkes, Gadski and Homer among the women, 
and Toscanini, Mahler and Hertz among its 
conductors. 

Being called to the directorship of Metro- 
politan Opera is much like being called to the 


provincial treasurership of a western Canadian 


province during a season of drought and col- 
lapsed wheat prices. There were deficits of 
$250,000 and $300,000 in the first two years. 
High-priced singers, an orchestra of 139 and 
two separate choruses for the French-Italian 
works and the German repertory, require a 
director to be a financial genius as well as a 
musical artist. 


Edward Johnson was born 53 years ago at 
Guelph, Ontario, sang in the local church choir 
and had a local reputation as a boxer. His 
golden voice led him to New York where he 
Sang in musical comedy with success and was 
encouraged to proceed to Milan to develop his 
musical gifts. When Caruso left the Royal 
Italian Opera at Milan for the financial lure of 
the Metropolitan Opera in New York, Johnson 
was picked for his vocal skill to be Caruso’s 
successor at Milan. 

I heard from Johnson's own lips the amusing 
account of the difficulties of the management 
to “promote” him at Milan. They threw up 
their hands at the name Johnson, which to 
them sounded Swedish. It would seem sacre- 
ligious to the Italians—if not an impossibility— 
that any but an Italian tenor should sing in the 
Royal Italian opera house. So they christened 
him Eduardo Giovanni. As Eduardo Giovanni, 
Johnson sung to the Italians until after Caruso’s 
death when he was called to succeed the great 
tenor at the Metropolitan. Then he threw off 
the disguise of Giovanni and insisted on re- 
Suming his own name of Edward Johnson. 

Johnson has been a widower for many yeas. 
He is devoted to his daughter, whose mother 
It is 
typical of him that on his return to this con- 
tinent he visited Guelph. There he walked the 
main street and greeted over sixty of his old 
townsmen by their first names within two hours 
of arrival. Next Sunday morning saw him in 
his old place in the local church choir. 

Whether Johnson’s business abilities will 
his musical talent remains to be seen. 
Off stage he has the appearance of a smart 
bi On the occasion when I met him 
I remarked that in the smoker of a train, I'd 
fiave guessed him for a business man instead of 
a grand opera star. He remarked drolly: “I 
think the time has gone when a man must have 
long hair and dirty finger nails in order to be 
an artist.”

Treatment of Prolapsus| Side Glances — By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Prolapsus or sagging of the organs may in 
all cases be greatly relieved and in the majority 
of cases may be corrected entirely. The patient 
must be willing to persevere with the treatment 
for any length of time necessary, which may 
extend over a period of several months, There 
is no known method which 
will quickly bring the organs 
back up to where they be- 
long, however, this may be 
accomplished if the patient 
is determined to make the 
necessary effort. 

In all cases of prolapsus I 
advise that the patient use a 
restricted diet. With a simple, 
sensible diet, no further irri- 
tation of the digestive tract 
occurs. In many cases it may 
be good plan to keep the patient on fruit juice 
feedings alone with no other food being used 
for five or seven days at the start of the treat- 
ment. Regular intestinal elimination is import- 
ant and if this does not occur normally, then 
the enema should be used at least once each day. 
The enema will remove the weight of the 
material contained in the lower part of the 
colon and induce temporary relief. It is a 
matter of record that the patient says that the 
enema provides him with relief, noticeable soon 
after the enema is used. 

During the fruit juice feeding regimen the 
enema is doubly necessary and should be taken 
each day, in many cases it May seem advisdble 
to keep on taking the enemas for a reasonable 
time after the patient returns to solid food. In 
severe prolapsus where there has occurred con- 
siderable obstruction by reason of adhesions, 
the patient may report that the enema fails en- 
tirely; however in the average case of prolap- 
sus, the patient is able to take the enema in 
comfort. 

In those cases where a disease has developed, 
this must be corrected before attempting to 
raise the internal organs. Once this is accom- 
plished, the patient is in a position to develop 
strength and is to take special exercises which 
are for the purpose of strengthening the im- 
portant muscles over the abdomen. These 
exercises are to be persisted in twice daily, and 
will so develop the abdominal muscles that no 
matter how much out of position the organs 
may have sagged, they will gradually be 
brought back into their normal positions. 

If adhesions have formed, special manipula- 
tive treatment to break them loose may be re- 
quired. These treatments must be given by a 
doctor experienced in using the fingers to reach 
down into the abdomen and skillfully break 
down the adherent tissue. Additional treat- 
ment given with the Morse Wave is often of 
value. 

After a series of such treatments, a re-test 
given with the fluoroscope will show sufficient 
improvement so that the patient is encouraged 
to keep on with the treatment. If a record is 
made of the first examination and this com- 
pared with the second test, it can be plainly 
demonstrated how much the organs have raised. 
Also at the same time, the patient notices an 
improvement in his general well-being to the 
extent that he finds he is digestnig his food 
better, eliminating better and gaining in en- 
durance. He is then convinced that the good 
he is receiving is ample reward for the effort 
mace. 

As the assimilation improves and the patient 
gains, he will usually experience a remarkable 
lessening of his nervous symptoms. However, 
he may require a certain amount of psychologi- 
cal re-education so that he becomes better able 
to adjust himself emotionally to the stresses of 
living. 

After the cure, if the patient will continue 
to keep the abdominal muscles developed, he 
will remain well and completely free from pro- 
lapsus.

QUESTION—Mrs. R. T. S. asks: “My hus- 
band has had considerable trouble with a wis- 
dom tooth which develops an abscess every 
three or four months, requiring treatment by a 
dentist.

An x-ray pic- 
ture shows that the jaw is infected. Do you 
think the tooth can be saved?” 

ANSWER—Under the circumstances, the 
best plan is to follow the advice of the dentist 
and have the tooth extracted before a more 
serious trouble develops. You do not say so in 
your letter, but I judge that the tooth has come 
in at a wrong angle, causing pressure and con- 
tinued irritation. With the tooth removed, the 
infection can be treated and satisfactorily 
cleared up

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


Today is Empire Day in the 
schools of Canada and of many 
other portions of the British Em- 
pire. This yearly recognition of 
our part in the British Empire 
designed to impress upon the 
children the glories of our heri- 
tage was instituted by a Canadian 
and was first observed in the city 
of Hamilton in 1897, becoming 
general throughout Ontario two 
years later. 

The founder was Clementina 
Fessenden (nee Trenholme), who 
was born in Drummond county, 
Quebec, and married a Church of 
England clergyman, Rev. E. H.

“The morning should be occu- 
pied by the teacher in illustrat- 
ing by facts and figures the ex- 
tent of the Empire, its history 
and resources. Mention might be 
made of the most noted statesmen, 
military and naval men, and those 
prominent in literature, art, 
science, etc. 

The systems of Dominion, pro- 
vincial, municipal and educa- 
tional government might also be 
referred to and the geographical 
illustration from a map of the 
world of the various possessions 
of the British Empire might also 
be a feature. 

"The Union Jack should be 
flown prominently from the 
school buildings during the day.” 


The Mail Bag 


COMMENT ON MAIL BAG 


Editor, Bulletin: Saturday's 
Mail Bag is always interesting. 
It gives an excellent cross-cut of 
public opinion regardless of 
newspaper views. Norman Jaques 
is always good: clear thinking, 
with terse, pithy expression. N. 
D. A.’s letter, with its picture of 
a united west, is well argued, 
but there is one sentence on 
which I wish to make comment. 
“She would have enhanced credit 
and be able to handle her in- 
debtedness.” 

Now this conception of the 
credit of a state as the reflex of 
a debt is something we have to 
get away from. It is a bankers’ 
conception. The modern banker 
is essentially a money-lender, on 
the look-out for credit worthy 
borrowers, and statesmen every- 
where have fallen under his spell, 
believing that to be “sound fi- 
nance.” The notionisborn of the 
habit of double entry bookkeep- 
ing. To a banker there must be 
a debit for every credit. But in 
personal life that notion of credit 
is repugnant. When we think of 
the “credit” of a man, we think 
of his capacity to fulfill his 
undertakings and meet his obli- 
gations as incurred in daily life. 
We do not associate that idea 
with debt. But a politician al- 
ways seems to think of a gov- 
ernment as having either to bor- 
row or to tax. That idea runs 
through the B.N.A, Act. Tte 
powers of both the Dominion 
and the provinces include the 
powers of taxation and borrow- 
ing on the public credit. It never 
seemed to enter the heads of the 
framers of the act that a sov- 
ereign state, with full command 
of its credit, can issue that 
credit, precisely as a bank does, 
without borrowing on the sécur 
ity of the credit. The bank in 
issuing the credit monetizes it, 
that is, creates the monetary ex- 
pression, and the State, from 
which the bank derives all its 
powers, can itself do the same 
thing wifhout plunging the coun- 
try intoSdebt. Ir that is not 


“sound finance,” that is bankers’ 
finance, it is common sense, and 
it is the only way to avoid the 
national bankruptcy to which 
sound finance is fast driving us. 

It is difficult to take seriously 
J. W. Fraser's column-long letter. 
I shall merely direct his attention 
to the above paragraph, and 
touch on two points. (1) “Some- 
thing for nothing.” Is Mr, Fraser 
aware that under our present 
system we pay something for 
nothing in vast sums? Only we 
pay it to the banking system. 
The Minister of Finance stated 
in the House of Commons the 
other day that the total sum 
“borrowed” by Canada during 
the course of the war, for war 
purposes, was some $1,447,138,558. 
And Sir Thomas White, in charge 
of the operations, has written 
that Canada surprised the world 
by subscribing twice as much 
money as there was in Canada, 
and then we had ample money 
left with which to carry on a 
growing business. An apparent 
impossibility if one imagines that 
the money in a country is a fixed 
quantity (as high finance would 
have us believe), but that the 
money was real, not a fiction, is 
proved by the fact that it was 
spent on the war. Of course the 
secret is out now. The banks 
created the excess but debited 
the Government with it, and the 
country is now paying them in 
goods and services the interest On 
that debt, payment of the prin- 
cipal being utterly beyond the 
dreams of every living states- 
man. Something for nothing, in- 
deed! 

(2) “Where is the money com- 
ing from?” The old, old question. 
Let Mr. Fraser read the last 
paragraph and think hard. The 
writer had a talk with Mr, Fraser 
on this very question just three 
weeks ago and thought that he 
had made it quite clear, It is as 
cleay as crystal. But Mr. Fraser 
seems to be incapable of absorb- 
ing a new idea.
